Die-Back DtHase o/ Several specimens of tbis dise^ have 
been sent in this year. It attacks the pods of the Hevea cansiDg them tg 
rot and fall off and this is often foibwed by the death of the youDi; braochci 
and an attendant leaf fall. The disease is caused in the first place by a 
fnngua known scientifically as Gloeosporium {xlhortibrum. Green shoots 
of Hevea arc often killed by wind, but when this is the case they die back 
from the tip. The fungus nearly always attacks the shoot at the middle of 
its length. The place attacked becomes dark brown and this discolouration 
gradually spreads and the leaves fall off as the diseased area reaches them. 
This fungus in itself does little harm as new shoots are put out, but it is apt 
to be followed by a second fungus. BoiryodipUulia rheohrowrti which 
gains an entrance to the tree through the dead wood caused by the 
GloiHporium^ and in extreme cases this can kill the tree. The combina- 
tion of (he two fungi is the disease usually called ‘ die-back.' It is advisable 
to cut off and burn all the dead shoots as soon as they are noticed and to 
collect the diseased pods and destroy them. In many cases no doubt the 
death of the green shoots leads to nothing further, but the iiotryodiplodin 
is a very coirimon fungus on dead wood of ail kuids and it is advisable tg 
adopt precautionary measures. A detailed account of the disease will be 
found in Petch’s book “ The Physiology and Diseases of Hevea brasiliensis." 

Monkey Jacks.— On a number ot estates it is found advisable when 
removing shade trees to take out the stumps at once so as to avoid all risks 
of subsequent root diseases attacking the surrounding crop. For this 
purpose the Trewhella Monkey jack is largely used ar.d has generally given 
satisfaction. A new catalogue has recently been received from this Firm and 
copies have been sent to the Honorary Secretary ot each Planters’ Association. 
Those who are thinking of buying these Jacks should apply to the Secretary 
of their district association for the catalogue. The Manager writes me that 
they arc now making a new implement, the Monkey Winch, an enormously 
powerful tool which under some conditions at least promises to be even a 
greater success than the Monkey jack. He has kindly sent me a few cata- 
logues of this impicmeut. and I shall be pleased to send these to anyone 
who cares to sec them, or to obtain tor them any information they require 
from the P'irm. 

In the Diplomatic and Consular Report on Russia for 191 .il the 
Consul General says that in 1911 he called attention to the falling off of the 
Russian consumption of China tea in favour of Indian tea. About JO per 
cent of the total imports both m 1911 and 1912 came from China. There 
was an increase of imports from Calcutta and a decrease from Colomhu, 
The import of Green Tea fell to less than one half of the 1911 imports, not 
so much from decrease of eonsumption, but because the consumption for 
I9U had bceti ovcrestiuiatCd aud large stocks were left in hand.

The also strongly advocated the backing lip of any Scheme 

whjch might be formed that wotiid, in any w^y, prevent advanced Labour 
from leaving the country and also urged the necessity of luoing all Recruit- 
ing Agents Licensed. 

3. F.ahoHr . — This all important subject took up the greater part of 
ihe Meeting’s time. Both Mr. Nicolls' and Mr. \Vaddington’s schemes for 
the “ Registration of Maistries " were put before the Meeting. 

The meeting contended that Mr. Nicolls* scheme did not go far enough 
and that it would be quite beyond the powers of Honorary Secretaries of 
Assoebitions to give up the time necessary for the working of such a scheme. 

Mr* Waddington’s scheme was most favourably received by the Meeting 
and the (oRowing resolution was adopted and canri^ unanimously Resol- 
ved: “That the Delegates to the U. P. A. S, I- shall strongly support Mr. 
Waddington's scheme for the Registration of Xfaistries; but, at the ^metime,

Preservation ICnactnic its of favour of a new law for the ” protcctioti of 

trees, plants and cultivated products from liiseasc .tnd )>lant The 

stringent measures of the old Act .against red and rhinon ros beetles are 
retained, but the nei.' Act will considerably ‘‘treiigthen the hands of the 
authorities. For the above beetles, it is provided that trees aitacked by ihetw 
pests must be burned. The new Act will pro\ ide for the entry, on any land, 
and at any time, of the Inspecting ollicer for the puiposes ol exattiination ; 
and be is empowered to remove by cutting. Jigging, or other wise, sucli por- 
tions of any plant as lie may think expedient to remove for the piirpu e of 
examination or investigatiun. /o regard to compensation for eoconul trees 
ordered to be destroyed, the Govcvmneiit safeguards itscU by providing ; 
" That the compenswitiou in respect of any one tree shall not cx rani five 
dollars; and that the compensation given in one year to any one pcjtsdti 
shall not exceed one hundred dollars*” T he scale of jwnaltiefi range from 
five hundred dollars downward.s, and the procedure in cases where owners 
fail to obey the orders of the Inspecting officer of the Supervisory Commute^ 
do not err on the side weakness. In view of the agitation of the various 
Ceylon P. A. ’s against the unsatisfactory nature of the Plant Pests Ordi- 
nance, and the growing prevalence of .shot hole borer, some such nuife

Sir,” My thanks are due to Mr. Austcad and Dr. Coleman for thnr 
illuminating replies on the subject of the fertilisation of coffee. 1 see that 
developing self pollination after beginning as cross fertilisers is not necc\'>. 
sarily retre^ressive, though the examples referred to by Dr, Coleman would 
appear to have known better days, 

f am afraid that I have no means of comparing the (piality of the bean^ 
resulting from cross and self pollination, and imagine that nothing but very 
carefully conducted experiments can throw any light on this. In the field, 
so many circumstances would confuse the issue -manures, difference in 
season, pruning and nonpruning, etc. Even if 1 had any carefully preser\ ed 
beans from a crop known to have been well visited when in blossom by 
bees and insects, and they showed no superiority to those of the present 
season (notably deficient in such visitors! 1 should be at a loss to judge the 
position ; for my manures have been considerably changed, the season i, 
abnormally favourable, and “ who knows,” as the coolies say, if the wind 
was blowing this year when blossom set ? 

In his article on composts Mr. Anstead omitted the cost of the cattl.; 
manure in sample H, which it seems to me should be added to the total 
given, as the full nitrogen content of the compost is taken. Even then this 
compost .seems a very economical one. compared with poonac — and it wotild 
be of great interest if Mr, Anstead would work out for us the value of the 
phosphoric aci<i and potash contents too, as this would enable us to judjjf 
the atnount of compost that would represent the manorial value of an 
ordinary dose of poonac, bone and potash mixture, thus possibly aliowing 
us to distribute the bulk over a larger area than we might otherwise do. 
I have great faith in the value of organic matter, and would like to make it 
go as far as possible, without sacrificing efhcieucy. 

While reading last week of the effect of inanganiferous soils on plncaapple 
roots, these ” having characteristic swollen tips, marking the cessation of tin; 
l.ateral growth of the roots, death and decay iiinnediately following,” I was 
reminded of a pineapple looking bulb which I once pulled up to examine, ft 
was partly buried in the soil, came out very easily, but was attached to a 
vigorous root which had pierced it just below the ground surface, and this 
root I traced back to a coffee stem. On opening the bulb (which was about 
4 inch high by S inch diameter) I found that the coffee root had developed a 
swollen tip about the sii:e of a cherry, and spongy looking ; and it bad evi 
dentlygot just where it liked, and was imbibing the juice of the pineapple- 
marked bulb comfortably. 

I presiiinc this was a healthy bulbous root -end, developed to suit the 
delightful circumstances. If there had then been a Scientific Officer, hu 
would have been asked to analyse the juice of that pitieappley host. 

It is pleasant to see the full use now being made of your columns for 
Correspondence, and I hope that those who know will continue to instruct 
us who don’t— and that we who want to know, don't you know, will coiiliniic 
to ask (|uestions and extract information from those who can impart it. This 
WHS ow of the chief ideas when the paper was started ; and though it ha.^ 
been long in coming, one hopes it has come to stay.

De.ar Sir,— As Mr. Danvers claims that the co=t of the Cattle Manure 
ibo dd be charged against the cost of making a compo«f. I must claim that 
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the value of the Potash aud Pfaespbonc Aeid in the final compost must be 
cr^ited to it, also the £a%iog in transport as compared with an ariificia] 
manure containing an bivalent amount of plant food, a most imporlaiu 
item. 

Suppose we charge up the cattle manure as being worth 40% of the 
total cost of the making the compost, n'*., Rs. 63, This is I think a Uberai 
allowance. We can then make out a sort of balance sheet as under.

This leaves a very considerable margin of profit. 

With regard to Mr. Danver’s seepnd question one ton of compost A i> 
fquiv.ilcnt to a mixture of 687 lbs. White Castor Poouac, 251 lbs. of Basic 
Slag and 79 lbs. of Sulphate of Pol.ash, and one ton of Compost B is e(|niv:i. 
lent to a mixture of 560 lbs. of White Castor Poouac, 293 lbs. of Basic Slag 
and 105 Ib.s. of Sulphate of Potash^, 

This mixture for the case of Compost B would cost Rs. 36 per ton 
exclusive of freight, while as made and valued above the eqivalent Comport 
costs only about Rs, 9 and is worth about Hs. 33. 

The .application of both Composts should be at the rate of abont on** 
ton per acre to good coffee.

Then, as there were not quite euong^b experiencetl planters (o 
go round, assiRtants. as well as rnaua^^Ts, thoniihi they would like 
(o participate in the ^^eneraj prosperity and expected either largfjr 
salaries or else commissions. Our coolies also felt that what was 
good for master must bo good for man. and demanded either itiore pay or 
less work— generally both. I*;ven the Government suffered from the prevail- 
ing spirit and on new applications increased the rent atid charged a premium 
ot the land. Shareholders often seem to forget to study the other side of 
the profit and loss account and to compare the price actu.tlly obtained 
against the price we figured ort \vhen estimating the cosj of production. 
Moreover, we did not cnnlemplate lapping om trees ;»r four years nld, at 
which age the rubber i.s naturally more /'vfwut.siie to col left. 

I admit that I spe,ak with prejiidice, but it seems to me only right and 
proper that those responsible for supervision should etijoy some of the fruits 
of the industry, when the iodiistry cati well atVnrd it. There are many other 
items of expenditure which will aiitotnatically decline when the value falls.

1 do not desire to encourage the expectation that the yields from otir 
clo.sely planted ta^es will approach that not. lined from those firsi planted, 
The latter were usually planted at wide distances, atid enjoy as much light 
and air as the heart of a tree can de.sire. Ten years ago, 1 collected IH lbs. 
of rubber in 35 days from one of the trees planted by .Sir Hugh Low; while 
from avenue trees of rny own planting, U years old and 7 feet in girth, 
results have beeu obtained far in excess of those planted in the fields. It 
is for this reason that 1 am inclined to deplore references in published 
reports to yields ^cr tree. All calculations should he based noon the yield 
per acre. Probably the average number of frees planted to the acre in 
Malaya is nearer ZOO than too, and thinning out is inevitable as the trees 
expand. Thus, your trees are an uncertain <]uanli:y, whereas the acre is 
always the same, 

A well-known botani.st who studied the Haven in its native land used to 
Urge us strongly to plant at 40 \ 40 feet, i.c., 27 trees to the acre. 

The Hevea, like most quick growing trees, is extremely brittle ; a^, 
at this distance, would suffer severely form the wind, but if I allowed, rOr 
the sake of argument, that every tree reached maturity, I found by compar- 
iug the results from avenue trees against the result a from closely plsfdtd 
fields that up to 8 years old I should have harvested less than half the 
quantity of rubber from I he same area, had I adopted oiif botanical friend s 
advice. 

ft fa true that I should have oooiiofnlsed to a cCltaliJ extent on the 
actual cost of collection but not anfftcicntly to compensate for the losf of 
rubber, 
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Thinning oot as the trees get older and r^uire oiore space, has been 
opposed on the ground that the dead roots encourage the spread of disease. 

I have pursued this policy for several years past and cannot find (hat the 
fear is justified. Indeed, as the years roll on, 1 become less anxious about 
plant diseases and pests of all kinds. Fomei SemitostHS (our worst ftmgu> 
disease) and white ants (the most destructive of our insect pests) have lost 
their terrors ior me now that I know how to keep them in check ; and as the 
loss from all causes on the plantations I am connected with does not average 
(wo per cent, after attaining maturity, 1 cannot, justly, be charged with 
turning the blind eye” in that direction. 

Lauok Pkospects. 

The most plausible argument against the future output of plantations is 
that of shortage of labour. It is true that most plantations are at timi's 
short of labour, but t think this must generally be attributed to th<‘ 
Manager's desire to keep down expenses. Out of a total of 227,9.s5 
cooHcs employed on Malayan plantaticns 126,565 or rather more than half, 
were imported from India. The averiige period of service on the plantation 
docs not exceed two years—all hough many of these return after a holiday in 
their native land ; and the difficiiltv is to engage during the recniiting season 
the exact number that are recpiired to make good the probable departiires 
during the rest of the year, without becoming burdened at the beginning with 
hbour for which there is no profitable einploj inent. 

Within two years the plantation labour force has more than doubled. I 
do not believe that by increasirig the rate of wages any great stimnlns would 
be given to Indian emigration, 'ramil coolies are more ea-i'v recruited for 
some plantation at half the wages paid on others which are unpopular, owing 
to tinheallhiness or to some other cause ; and this fact is becoming more 
clearly marked, since those employed at the lowest rates have found theni- 
selves able to remit more than half their e.arnings to Itidia. and their savings 
in three or four years arc snlficieiit to establish them as capitalists when 
they return to their native villages. 

The future success of estates which are unpopular with Indians will 
depend on the attractions they can offer to Chinese or Japanese. To these, 
the rate of wages is of t!)ore importance than any other consideration ; and 
th^re is practically no limit to the number that can be reernited-^at a 
price. 

It must be remembered that by doubling the cost of labour we do not 
double the cost of production, (lenerally speaking, the average cost of 
tapping is less than one- half the total cost of production, if we include home 
charges; and as the majority of the trees now being tapped have barely 
reached half their full yielding capacity, labour rates oan, necessary, be 
materially increased without raising tlm cost of production, when the trees 
attain maturity,

Recently, some corfeideration has been given to the question of manures. 
From Ceylon some interesting resuU.s have been reported, but in Malaya 
little has been done in this direction, except on some estates where the soil 
is excessively rich in hunins, and Umo has been applied to correct the 
acidity, with good results, 
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My own opinion is that for Some years to come, at any rale, systematic 
cultivation of the soil will be of more value than any manyre, but (he experi- 
ments in Ceylon are deserving of attemiun ; and the Agricultural I'lepart- 
rnent of \faTaya, if they have not already done so, ntight study the ^juesiiou 
with advantage. 


I'L'TUnF. SUPIM-JES. 

It has been suggested to me that you will be interested in an estimate 
of the supplies that are to be obtained from pianlailon sources, and >t is 
obvious that a paper of this kind wouid be iucoinpleie wilbout ii. It is not 
e; 4 sy to obtain reliable statistics of the cnlti^ atiou in all the tropical ctumtrics 
in which rubber is grown. Naturally, the \'ields \ ary coiisiJprahly, and iht* 
high price has undoubtedly encouraged inorr vigorous tapping on many 
plantations than would h.ave been considered advisable if the price had becii 
less tempting. I know fields where from S(}(> to W fWdncls an acre have 
been collected for two or three successive years, but I ([uestion if such high 
yields can be maintained. A first-class, welt-iuaiiagej plantation may bu 
expected to yield an average of 300 to bOO pounds an ac^e for as many 
years as our experience guides ns, but we must assume a considerably lower 
average from all plantations. The area under rubber in the .Malay IVuiiu- 
sulaatthe end of Till amounted to 542,S77 acres, and as far as I can 
ascertain the total area under this cultivation in the world ainomits lo about 
1,000,000, acres. We know that during the half year ending June, 30, 1^13, 
the exports from Malaya amounted to 0,0.18 tons, and from i'cvlon to 3,333 
tons. Allowing for the out-put from Indi i, SninadM, Java, etc. 1 e.sliiiiate 
the total output of plant at ipti rubber will be from 33,18)0 to .10,000 tons for 
the whole year. The annual increase will be fairly steady, and .at about six 
years frotn date, the producliOfi is likely to amonut lo 1 00,000 ions per 
annum or, in other words, etiual the total consmiiption of rubber dtiriug the 
year ending June 30, last, 

During the year ending June 30, I,IU13 . with rubber .iver.jgiiig 3 3 ^say 
a dollar and a quarter) a pound, consmiipliojt -according lo the figures 
recently published by Messrs. Hecht— increased by 35.483 tons. 1 am aware 
that this statement has been challenged by other anthorilics. We are told 
that they are eminent authorities, but a.s they nnfortnnatdy published Ihdr 
views aooaytnously, we are obliged to take their word for it. 

The most pessimistic of these that 1 have read, calculates (he increase 
at about 14,000 tons, and if we accept thi.s figure in preference to Messrs. 
Hcchls’ (I don’t know why we should', and assume that this increase wdllbe 
maintained, the re<iuireincnt six j-ears hence will amount to l8t,000 ions, so 
that the struggle between plautatioii and wild rubber doc.s uot appear lo be 
very immiaent, 

I have now told you as well as I can what I believe to be the innnediate 
course of events. To you gentlemen, who arc manufacturers, I would say 
this, whether our achievements will lead to prosperity for our industry will 
depend entirely on the growth of yo«r industry. Speaking personally of luy 
first few years’ experience in tropical agriculture, 1 was engaged in pUultng 
coffee. At the outset of iny career in thi.s line, the price in local currency 
and weights wa.s $40 a picul and I saw it fall to $16. This experience is 
put ill the shade by that of niy brother planters who were interested in 
pepper and cinchona. Our niisfortuocs Iwere due to the fact that an 
iucreased supply did not lead to aoy couridcrablc iucrcubc lu tlic ucuiiuu 
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for these products. We liave yet to hear of anyone who shakes the pepper 
castor more vigorously over ^is potatoes Owing to a slump in the price oi 
pepper, or increases bis dosh bf quinine because the quantity of chlnchoua 
offered at the auction sale U in excess of anticipations. 

The future of the rubber industry depends on whether the planter cau 
oonfidently anticipate manufacturers digest! og the increased supplies. 

A weih managed, favourably situated, mature plantation cao produce 
with a handsome proht at 2 6 (60 cents) a pound. It must be remembered 
that the increased demand depends on the new uses to which it maybe 
put, the increa^d demand for uses to which it has hitherto been put, and 
the supply demanded by making good the losses by wear. 

As an illustration of what 1 n|^n, I will take the case of solid and 
cushion tyres which if not now, will perhaps shortly absm-b more rubber 
than U-used for any other purpose, if wc assume that 1,0{X>,000 of the^ 
tyres are ti»!d through the worUi this year, and only the same number next 
year, the amount of rubber required on this account will, other things being 
etjual, only that amount necess.ir>'4o replace the loss involved by wear 
aud tear. " 

The irregularity of the cost has undoubtedly tnilitated against its use in 
some directions. For instance, 1 am informed that whereas electric light 
mains and leads were in the past ^variably insulated with rubber, paper 
insulation has been substituted in many cases. Experts teit me that rubber 
is preferable for this purpose, and nu doubt a number of instances will occur 
to you gentlemen, where it would be Referable, if the price admitted of this 
use. 

This brings me to the crucial ([uestion from the planter’s point of view, 
and a qucstiSHi which luy present audience is in <i better position 1 3 make 
an authoritative reply to than any audience previously addressed by a 
planter. 

We can guarantee an enormously increased supply of rubber and will 
in future years be content with a mtich lower price th tn now prevails. What 
we want to know is whether there is to be a glut in the market, and a 
scramble to sell, with every successive increase in the supply. Perhaps, 
gentlemen, you can allay the misgivings of those planters with the weaker 
faith in the future of the industry, and can send them, through me, assur- 
ances which will encourage them to hope for a continuance, even if in a 
modiherl degree, of the pro.sperily we have recently enjoyed —a prosperitv 
which, I believe, has never been rivalled by any .igricuUurul industry in all 
(he history of the world. — The India Rubbcf l^orld. 


Bkaxil. 

The .\<5ting British Consul-General at Kio dc Janeiro (Mr. E. Hainbloch) 
reports that the import trade of Brazil as a whole, and especially of Kiu 
de Janeiro, is likely to under<*o considerable modification in the near future. 
The purchasing power of the country is bound to be affected by the 
adverse conditions of the rubber and coffee industries. Whatever the 
future may have in store for Brazil as a producing country, the present 
purchasing power is crea^ almost entirely by coffee and rubber. The 
financial sitnation, which is rightly regarded with considerable alarm by all 
thinking people in Brazil, is accentuated by the gloomy prospects of tboaC 
iiidustf ics .
